Allegations: 

1) In November 1986, a man who said Father had abused him and possibly his brother 
some 30 years previous contacted Bishop Sklba, as Vicar for Clergy. He wanted the 
bishop to confront Father but had mixed feelings about what else should be done because 
he still held Father in regard, lie asked to be informed when the confrontation had 
occurred and he would decide what to do next. The bishop met with Father who admitted 
that the accusation was accurate having occurred prior to his treatment for alcoholism. 
Father was ordered by the bishop to immediately cease any unsupervised contact with 
minors and to begin therapy. The man who had asked for the confrontation was informed 
it had occurred and he did not seek any further action. 

2) 1993 - Phone contact with Project Benjamin by a 43 year old man who did not want to 
use his full name. He reported having been sexually abused at St. Rita Parish in West 
Allis around 1963 or 1964 when he was about 10 years old. He had not told anyone at the 
time. The only other person who knew was his wife. He was not in therapy but wanted to 
report the incident to prevent any further such actions. Father was confronted with this 
allegation and immediately placed on restrictions from having any contact with minors. 
He resigned his pastorate shortly thereafter and went into retirement. He died about six 
months later. 

3) July 2001 - In-person contact with Project Benjamin by a man approximately 51 years 
of age to report that he had been sexually abused at St. Rita Parish in West Allis around 
1959 when he was nine years old. He did not tell anyone at the time. In recent years he 
has been able to acknowledge to himself what happened. He is in therapy. 

4) March 2002 - Letter sent to pastor of St. Rita with copy to Archbishop (forwarded to 
Project Benjamin for attention) by a man to report abuse against him which occurred at 
St. Rita Parish in West Allis in approximately 1960 to 1962 when the man was 1 1 to 13. 
He wanted to make sure the Church was addressing these issues. 

5) Report from Project Benjamin - we now know that the abuse did occur also in Twin 
Lakes.

Archbishop Weakland passed on your letter of March 6 to me. I am the Director 
of Project Benjamin, the Archdiocese of Milwaukee's response to sexual abuse, and a 
licensed psychologist. 

I am so sorry to hear you were molested by Fr. George Nuedling. This should not 
have occurred (obviously), and it was not your fault. 

The Archdiocese first became aware of allegations against Fr. George Nuedling in 
1 989. At this time he was confronted by Bishop Sklba and he was restricted from 
ministry. George Nuedling died in Florida on January 29, 1994 of a sudden heart attack. 

At this time I am aware of two other persons who were molested as boys by 
Fr. Nuedling, both around the same time as you indicate that you were molested. 

I would like you to consider carefully what might be helpful td you in your 
healing process, beyond this information. Would you like to make a detailed report of 
what happened to you, in order to have it acknowledged? Are you receiving, or would 
you like to obtain psychotherapy to assist with healing and recovery? We are able to 
provide financial assistance with this. In short, how could we help you with the pursuit 
of healing, truth and justice? 

Please feel free to be in touch with me. We could arrange to get together, talk by 
phone, or continue communicating through writing if you prefer.

Dear Friends: 



After Mass in Twin Lakes on Sunday morning, October 27, 2002, 1 had the opportunity to meet with 
a few of the victims of sexual abuse by Father George Nuedling. Although I am saddened to make that 
report, the truth of the matter must be clearly acknowledged if any healing is to occur. 

I respect the courage of these individuals who finally gave voice to the seriously wrong violations of 
their dignity as young people. The genital fondling of young boys was inexcusable, and indeed morally 
and criminally wrong. I am grateful for this contribution of the victims toward the healing of this 
community after all the years of silence related to those actions. 

Needless to say, we are all filled with sorrow for these individuals and their families over this 
heartache because these events did happen in this parish. Any attempt on the part of anyone to further 
disrespect or silence these courageous young men and women is wrong and becomes yet another 
victimization. 



George Nuedling did many good things during his years in this community, but he is also guilty of 
these serious violations of his ministry and his pastoral responsibility. We cannot be clear enough about 
this matter. Mere apology for what was permitted, knowingly or not, is not sufficient at this time. All 
our energy must now be invested in movement toward truth and healing in this parish community. 

Men who molest children come from all walks of life. They often are successful and have many 
genuinely good qualities, which should not be negated, but this may make their offenses confusing and 
difficult to reconcile. It is not unusual for priests who offend against children to be well-loved and 
respected in the community. This makes it easier to gain access to children and to avoid detection. It 
works to their advantage if no one could believe that they would commit this offense, which makes the 
crime more insidious.

Nuedling's activities and 
failed to do something about it. He has dug out information about Fr. Nuedling going for 
alcoholism treatment in 1971 and an incident when Fr. Nuedling hurried to talk to the 
police when they were interviewing boys who had been drinking alcohol. He is skeptical 
of the version that the first report came to Bishop Sklba in 1 986 and the second in 1993, 
as well as critical of what happened at those junctures. He may want to talk to Bishop 
Sklba to pursue this further.

Thank you for returning my call. I have opted to email you as I feel it 
will give me an opportunity to present my thoughts and concerns in a more 
organized manner, as well to assure that I will outline the entirety of my 
concerns. Following our cfflwersatwn on 6/12/02 regarding Father George 
Neudling and my brother, HHHHHV- w as lerx: with many unresolved issues, 
which I will outline. It is my hope that your response will address each of 
the isRiiRR. 



First, I must wonder what prompted the archdiocese to recently disclose to 
the congregation of St. John's the belief that Father Neudling was a 
pedophile. It is my opinion that such knowledge serves very little use, as 
since the man is deceased he poses absolutely no threat or risk to anyone of 
the congregation. Yet, when he did, the archdiocese chose to remain silent, 
which only contributed to the environment of abuse he operated within. 
Quite frankly, the recent position adopted by the aichdiouese stiikes me as 
too little too late. Further, it is my conclusion that the decision to 
share this information was simply a veiled attempt by the archdiocese to 
absolve themselves of any guilt with regards to their failure to inform the 
congregation earlier. 

Second, I understand from my Jy^jJ^^^^j^g^^j^ther Neudling assault ed him 
that the was observed byHHIHHHI^^^HHI Did HHHHHHH acivise 

the archd^ceseofvjhat he observed? if not, then it remains my position 
that ^^HpHHHHKailure to report the assault warrants an 
i nrest -i.gaf.xon as he still maintains a position within the church. Further, 
it is my opinion that by failing to report the assault, he in essence was a 
party to the assauD^^i^remains my position that as an adult and a member 
of the church, mmmUhad a raoral and ethical obligation and 
responsibility to protect my brother, as well as all the other members, 
specifically children, of the congregation. Yet, by his silence and failure 
to act, he contributed to Father Neudling 's criminal and deviant behavior 
and as such, should be held accountable. 

You also shared in our conversation that following complaints to the 
archdiocese regarding Father Neudling' s deviant behavior that the 
archdiocese concluded in 1986 (approximately) that his behavior warranted 
monitoring. However, who was to monitor or supervisor such behavior? I 
think this is essential to the effectiveness of such a directive for it is 
my understanding that Father Neudling was in charge of tho congregation. 
Therefore, any directive by the archdiocese to a subordinate of Father 
Neudling would have absolutely no impact or effect due to the potential for 
intimidation inherent in such an arrangement. Even when a second compliant 
was raised in 1993, demonstrating the ineffectiveness of such a directive, 
the archdiocese failed to disclose to the congregation Father Neudling ' s 
deviant behavior. This I find rather interesting, given that at that time 
period, society's views of sexually deviant behavior and che tolerance of 
such, had shifted drastically from the 1970's and even the 1980's. Yet, 
when the congregation and victims still would have had an opportunity to 
hold Father Neudling accountable for his actions the archdiocese continued 
to maintain their silence. 

J. find it very interesting that the archdiocese has rejected any 
responsibility for Father Neudling 's actions, and as such, any liability for 
his deviant actions. However, you mentioned and the Project Benjamin 
literature outlines a willingness on behalf of the archdiocese to compensate 
any victims for the cost of therapy. Yet, I wonder how the archdiocese has

concluded that they have the right or authority to determine on behalt of 
each victim what will make them whole. The archdiocese, due to their 
failure to disclose relevant information at the time, significantly 
contributed to Father Neudling's ongoing abuse and deviancy. Therefore, by 
association, it is my position that the archdiocese contributed to the 
perpetration of these behaviors. As such, I do not agree that as the 
perpetrator that the archdiocese has the authority to outline a victim's 
recourse . 

In addition to the issue of compensation, Project Benjamin literature states 
that an independent investigator will conduct an investigation should civil 
authorities be unable to pursue the allegations due to the statue of 
limitations "or other reasons." Vet, as I understand no action has been 
undertaken by the archdiocese to investigate my brother's allegations. The 
reasons for such as I understand is due to the fact that Father Neudling is 
deceased. Howeve-r, based on your own Literature, it. appears that, the 
allegations raised by my brother warrant an investigation and Father 
Neudling's death, while it may complicate such an investigation does not 
absolve the archdiocese from pursuing the truth in this matter, should my 
brother make such a request. 

Lastly, I must share with you how traumatic this hss been for my brother, 
myself and my family. My father has shared with us that had he known of 
Father Meudling's predisposition to abuse boys, he NEVER would have 
permitted or allowed his sons to serve the church as altar boys. However, 
the silence of the archdiocese saw to it that my father never obtained or 
had the information until it was too late. While it is recognized that "it 
was a different time then" that does not excuse or absolve the church of its 
responsibility to protect its congregation, even at the expense of one of 
its own. I must say that the church has failed all of us by abusing the 
trust and faith placed in it. This, I recognize was my biggest mistake, as 
l along with many others of St. John's blindly placed my trust and taith in 
the hands of Father Neudling, the archdiocese and the Catholic Church. 

I bolievo that outlines the entirety of my concerns. I look forward to a 
prompt and thorough response.

I called Hj^Hfl^lH, and explained that we do not forward 
reports to the district attorney office if the offender is decea sed, because there is nothing 
that the district attorney office will do in this instance. ^| thinks that it might be 
possible that the district attorney office to get material to indicate that additional abuse 
occurred after 1986, when the Archdiocese received first allegations of abuse. I 
explained toH| that our goal in publicizing the situation about Fr. George Nuedling is to 
surface all victims. I sympathized with his frustration about the limited recourse 
available when an offender is deceased, and his desire to show that additional abuse 
occurred after 1 986. I told him that if the district attorney office would like to have these 
reports , alth ough the offender is deceased, we would be willing to send them to that 
office. HI indicated that it has helped to talk to his family and close friends about the 
abuse he suffered and not have to continue to carry this secret, but he has feelings of 
anger and revenge that he does not know what to do with. I encouraged him to see a 
therapist. He said that process has been started, and that the Project Benjamin office has 
sent out a packet to his therapist.

A review of my records indicates that I met with clinical psychologist Dr. | 
the Minneapolis, MN, at Saint Hyacinth Rectory on Saturday, November 29, 1986 (LOG ) 
603) to discuss an allegation against Father Nuedling some thirty years earlier at Saint Rit 
Parish in West Allis, and the probability of similar activity with his brother MM who hac 

Dr.^^^Hrequested that Father Nuedling be 
contronted about the matter sometime in order to determine whether any admission of 
misconduct was forth coming. He admitted mixed feelings about the matter, and still held 
Father Nuedling in regard, but wanted authorities to know of the accusation. He also 
wanted to be informed that the confrontation had occurred. Because of difficulties and sor 
complications in seeking further information about the matter, I was not able to make 
contact with Father Nuedling until March 3, 1987 (LOG #119) when I visited St John the 
Baptist Rectory in Twin Lakes where the accusation was acknowledged as having occurre 
thirty years earlier, prior to alcohol treatment. I stipulated that he was to avoid unsupervi 
contact with minors, and to seek counseling and spiritual direction for the issue. He later 
reported as having done so. 

A letter was sent to Dr.|m| as requested, but no additional action was taken because o 
the positive attitude expressed by Dr. the length of time between the alleged actio 

and the initial accusation, and the fact that Drjm|was mmse ^ an a ^ult with the 
responsibility for further action if he so chose. 

There are no other entries in the office log for those years, nor any other accusations to m\ 
knowledge, other than two references to his serious health matters on February 14, 1989 
(LOG # 1 63) and May 2, 1989 (LOG # 470), both in reference to his presence or absence , 
Task Force meetings.

Dear Friends: 

After Mass in Twin Lakes on Sunday morning, October 27, 2002, 1 had the opportunity to meet with a 
few of the victim / survivors of sexual abuse by Father George Nuedling. Although I am saddened to make 
this report, the truth of the matter is that George Nuedling did sexually abuse children during his tenure at 
Saint John's in Twin Lakes. This truth must be acknowledged before any healing can occur. 

I respect the courage of these individuals who finally gave voice to the seriously wrong violations of 
their dignity as young people. The genital fondling of young boys was inexcusable, and indeed morally and 
criminally wrong. I am grateful for the contribution which these victim / survivors bring to the healing of this 
community after all the years of silence related to those actions. 

Needless to say, we are all filled with sorrow for these individuals and their families over this 
heartache because these events did happen in this parish. Any attempt on the part of anyone to further 
disrespect or silence these courageous young men and women is wrong and becomes yet another 
victimization. 

George Nuedling was guilty of these serious violations of his pastoral responsibility even though he 
also did good things during his years in ministry. We cannot be clear enough about this matter. Mere 
apology for what was permitted, knowingly or not, is not sufficient at this time. All our energy must now be 
invested in movement toward truth and healing in this parish community. 

Men who molest children come from all walks of life. They often are successful and have many 
genuinely good qualities, which should not be negated. This may make their offenses confusing and difficult 
to reconcile. It is not unusual for priests who offend against children to be well loved and respected in the 
community. This makes it easier to gain access to children and to avoid detection. It works to their 
advantage if no one could believe that they would commit this offense, which makes the crime more insidious. 

I implore any other victims to come forward, either contacting Pathways of Courage in Kenosha (262- 
657-5272 or 800-594-5272) or Dr. Barbara Reinke of our archdiocesan Project Benjamin office in Milwaukee 
(414-769-3436). 

I accept my own share in responsibility for the culture of silence in the Church over such actions in 
the past. They have damaged individuals and their families, and even robbed them of faith at times. Please 
help make Saint John's here in Twin Lakes a model of how to move forward in truth and compassion for the 
healing of an entire community. Thank you for giving this acknowledgement and this personal appeal your 
fullest attention and cooperation.

3. The Archdiocese of Milwaukee agrees that pastoral outreach to victims- 
survivors is essential and, as such, commits to facilitating and supporting an outreach 
program for victims/survivors of clergy sexual abuse in the Twin Lakes / Wilmot area, in 
conjunction with the pastors of the area parishes, parish leadership, victims/survivors of 
clergy sexual abuse, the Archdiocese of Chicago, and other professionals. The goal of 
this coalition will be to create a regionally-focused outreach plan to best serve the needs 
of victims-survivors and their families in the Twin Lakes / Wilmot area. This includes 
the establishment of support groups for victims/survivors and their families, as well as a 
support network for any victims/survivors yet to come forward. Meetings to develop 
such a plan will begin by September 1 5, 2004.

In the interest of accuracy so the diocese can more fully and honestly 
report the child abuse perpetrated by its priests, I am reporting the 
following: George Heudling, while a parish priest, basketball 
coach, and CYO director at St Rita's in the 1950' e. molested me 4 - 5 
times. These attacks occured primarily in the gymnasium and once 
while taking a group of boys to a lake for swimming. I still . 
remember one of the other kids saying stay away from father in the 
water because he will "grab you". I n the gymnasium, he would grab 
you. and fondle your genitals when you went with him to get a 
basketball out of storage or when you needed to go to one of the other 
small rooms in that facility. I know that Father Neudling has been 
reported for this behavior prevoiusly, but I suspect that not nearly 
to extent it actually happened. I would estimate this pediphile 
committed this act with at least many of dozens of young boys in his 
care. The saddest thing is that none of the young men he molested 
came forward at the time thece acts were performed. Mo doubt he was 
very skilled with 




a year or two age. My greatest disgust is really reserved for the 
Church and its officials who, I bet, knew about this man many years 
ago when he was abusing children. Anyway, now you have more 
information about this terrible behavior perpetrated by one more of 
the Church's priests and covered up by Church's hierarchy.
